“all clear” wa@s sounded at 12:59.

principles to new conditions and to 
an age wherein it is no longer pos- 
sible for one nation to live apart 
and to itself. 

“Under your instruction the chil- 
dren should come to see that it 
was the high logic of events and 


.the providence of God that the 


United States and Germany, the one 
the most consistent practitioner of 
the new creed of mankind, and the 
other the arch type of autocratic

democracy, not as a mere word, 
but as a living and vital thing. It 
is for them that the sacrifice is 
made, and by them that the fruits 
of the sacrifice must be gathered 
and safeguarded. 

“You who are in daily contact 
with young minds have a unique 
opportunity to instruct them in the 
true meaning of such words as 
liberty and democracy, to interpret 
phrases too often used lightly or 
thoughtlessly, and convert them 
into realities which shall quicken 
the derstandings of your pupils 
and thereby make them the more 
valiant and determined defenders 
of the faith. | 

Burning Patrictiam a Duty, 

“Instruction in patriotism has 
always been a duty in American 
schools. It is now more than ever 
a duty to teach a burning uncom- 
promising patriotism which will 
admit of no divided allegiance, but 
demands all that the heart and 
energy of the citizen can give, and 
at the same time a patriotism so 
sure and enlightened, so free of 
sham and subterfuge, that it leaves

British Airmen Shot Down 
34 and French Aviators 27.

London, July 1.—Twenty-two, German

servation, which was better than any 
'day during the last fortnight, our. ar- 
tillery ‘destructively engaged a num- 
ber of hostile ‘batteries. 

* “During the day 29% tons of bombs 
| were dropped and 17 tons were dropped 
during the night. Of the latter more 
than seven tons fell with good results 
on the railway connections at Tournai. 
From all these operations our airplanes 
returned safely with the exception of 
one scout and one night bombing ma- 
chine.” 

French Drop 21 Planes. 

Paris, July 1.—The French airmen 
aerial activity which has been dis- 
played along the front in the last few 
days. Yesterday they brought down 
or put out ef action twenty-one Ger- 
man planes and set on fire six captive 
balloons, according to the war office 
announcement tonight. 

The statement says: 

“On June 30, twenty-one German air- 
planes were brought down or put out 
of action, and six captive balloons were 
set on fire. The following night our 
bombing machines dropped twenty-two 
tons of projectiles on aviation grounds 
in Picardy, the Roye railway station 
and munitions

Germany’s Awfal Debt Grows. 

The admiralty statement on the sink- 
ing of the hospital ship follows: | 

“Germany’s awful debt to the world 
continues to grow. Another hospital 
ship has been torpedoed, this time 70 
miles from the nearest land, and her 
people turned adrift in their boats to 
sink or swim, as best they might. 

“And although, as it happened, she 
was a Canadian hospital ship returning 
from Halifax, with no wounded aboard, 
the tale of crime reveals wanton de- 
liberation on the part of the submarine 
commander and almost suggests the 
hope on his part that he would find her 
full of injured and helpless men. 

“The Liandovery Castle, R. A. Syl- 
vester, master, was chartered by the 
Canadian government to convey their 
sick and wounded from England to 


' Halifax. 


“The Liandovery Castle had on board 
a total of 258 persons, including 80 
Canadian army medical corps men and 
14 female nurses. One boat, containing 
14 survivors, has reached port so far. 

“It was during the night of June 27, 
toward 10:30, that the crime occurred. 
The Llandovery tle, steaming on 


her course at some 14 knots, showed the

Our losses, 
measured by contemporaty standards,* are 
insignificant. Our officers and men are still 
far from being first-rate troops in the mat- 
ter Of tfaihing and experiénéé. In mofale 
and in matérial, howévér, they afe unques- 
tionably thé best in Buropé, bécause We 
alone still have young men to send to the 
front, and our men are not yet wearied by 
the strain of four years of ceaseléss struggle. 


It ia essential to avoid talking big while 
we are just beginning by doiig the necés- 
sary small tasks. 

On the other hand, it is just 4s necessary 
to ayoid too great depreciation of what has 
been accomplished in getting oir Meh across 
and what the méh are &@lready doing them- 
selves in Francé. It is hatural for French 
and British newspapers to lay all possible 
stress upoh the numbers and efficiency of 
our armies. We &fe the last reserve, and the 
hour for. the last reserves haa comé. The 
Germans are makifig every possible effort 
to minimize our power of eontribution, be- 
Cause they recognize that if they éould cofi- 
vinecé Frenth and British publics that our 
aid Was fot to be effective this year there 
would be 4 réal and considerable decline in 


morale, which they éould turn to their own 


advantage. 
German Caleulations Upset. 


Bight divisions of first-rate troops, sev- 
éral of them. already well trained, all of 
thém partially trained, each division having 
the numerical strength of two German di- 
visions; four more divisiofis at least already
